[Text] Seoul, Oct. 21 (HAPTONG)=-The realignment of the nation's power- 
generation equipment manufacturing firs will be completed by the end 

of thie year, assistant commerce-industry minister Cha Su-myong in charge 
of heavy and chemical industry announced today. 


Daewu Heavy Industries Company will take over the Changwon machinery plant 
of Hyondae International Inc. by Nov. 10 to become the sole maker of 

power -generation equipment needed for various power plants, assistant 
minister Cha said. Hyondae International Inc, is an affiliate of the 
Hyondae business group. 


To help facilitate the merger, evaluation of civil engineering works in 
terms of financial value already undertaken by Hyondae for the construc- 
tion of t.e Samchonpo thermal power plant and the nation's seventh and 
eighth nuclear power units was complete. on Oct. 18, he said. 


For the same purposes, evaluation will be finalized by Nov. If on Hyondae's 
power-generation equipment already manufactured for various power plants, 
he said, 


A group of working-level officials from the Board of Audit and the National 
Tax Administration has launched an extensive survey on the assets of 

Daewu's Okpo Shipyard and as well as on those of Hyondae International Inc., 
and the survey will be completed by the end of next month, he said. 


With the government support, Daewu Heavy Industries Company will be able 
to put the merged production line into normal operation beginning next 
year, he said. 


Because of wide differences of views between Hyondae Mo.or Company of Korea 
and General Motors Corporation (GMC) of the United States over the merger 
plan of passenger car assembly line, both the Korean and U.S. auto makers 
were required to submit to the ministry their compromise plan by Oct. 25, he 
said. Under the measures announced by the government on Aug. 20, Hyondae 
Motor was to take over the passenger car assembly line of Saehan Motor 
Company, which was in business tie-up with GMC.

Preparations were also well under way for the realignment of four other

FORELGN SHIPBUILDING ORDERS=-Seoul, Oct. 10--The Korean shipbuilding industry 
has received nearly 83 percent of ite shipbuilding orders from seven 
maritime and industrial countries such as Liberia, Norway, the United States, 
Britain, Switzerland, Hong Kong and Canada, according to an analysis of 

the Korea Shipbuilding Industry Association released today. The backlog 

of overseas orders received by the Korean shipbuilding indsutry stood at 
1,956,797 gross tons at the end of Auguet this year, of which about 

83 percent or 1,629,170 gross tons came from the seven countries. In terms 
of value, the end-August sum was 1,663,745,000 dollars, of which about 

75 percent or 1,233,112,000 dollare came from the seven nations, the analysis 
showed, in terms of number of vessels, the end-August orders were for 

78 ships, of which 46 percent (36 vessels) were also ordered by the seven 
countries, it said, In tonnage, Liberia topped the list with its orders 
reaching 392,990 grose tons, followed by Switzerland with 290,200 gross 

tons, Norway with 269,740 gross tons, the United States with 199,160 gross 
tons, Britain with 166,600 gross tons, Hong Kong with 156,000 gross tons 

and Canada with 153,880 gross tons. In terms of value, Norway ranked 

the first with 362,560,000 dollars, followed by the United States with 
219,200,000 dollars, Switzerland with 212,450,000 dollars and Liberia with 
199,446,000 dollars, it added.

[Text, In an area of about 80,000 p'yong by Hongnung, Hawolgok-tong, Songdong 
Ward, Seoul, surrounded by scenic panorama of beautiful trees and hills, there 
stands the stately Korea Institute of Science and Technology (KIST), the think- 
tank of our country, filled with the pride and self-awareness of being the 
vanguard of scientific and technological development. 


The institute was founded on 10 February 1966. A commemoration tower for its 
founding on the side of the institute's main building attracts the attention of 
visitors when they face the main building after passing by the tranquil pond on 
which the inetitute is silhouetted. 


"Recalling the agreement reached between the presidents of the two countries in 
May 1965 concerning the assistance and cooperation to be worked out in the 
establishment of a new agency which will bring in the benefits of applied science 
and technology to the people and economy of Korea, the two presidents are pleased 
with the progress shown in the prospective founding of the KIST which will 
undoubtedly render fundamental and significant contributions to the modernization 
of life and industry in Korea." 


This statement inscribed in the commemoration tower is a part of the joint 
communique issued by the presidents of Korea and the United States on 2 Nov 1966, 
and it can be regarded as a good summary explanation for the purpose and back- 
ground for the founding of the KIST. 


The KIST, whose purpose is “to conduct research, experiment and investigation 
comprehensively in science, technology and industrial economy, and to contribute 
to the development of industrial technology by disseminating the results gained 
therefrom" (Article 2 of the charter), was established with che aims of selecting, 
introducing and digesting advanced technology so as to meet the conditions of our 
country in which civilian enterprises’ capacity to develop technology is not yet 
fully adequate, and at the same time, of fulfilling its mission and function as 
the medium of technological development by developing on its own accord those 
special technologies which are difficult to obtain from advanced countries. 
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Prior to the eatablishment of the KIST, there were over 80 research institutes 
in our country, of which the main parts were national or public research insti- 
tutes; even after its establishment, many new research institutes came into 
being. In spite of this, the KIST serves, and is expected to serve, as the 
central body for the development of science and technology in our country. This 
is due to the following characteristics of the KIST. 


Lts firat characteristic is the fact that it has firmly established its principles 
and has been operating on the basis of these principles. Although every organiza- 
tion sets forth its own purpose and principle of founding and operation, the KIST 
in particular, in cognizance of its aim of solving at the fundamental level a 
variety of difficult problems many research institutes of developing countries 
usually face, has decided to set forth clearly its own three great principles: 

to establish the autonomy of research, to guarantee the security of research, and 
to create rational atmosphere for research; and it deems the realization of these 
principles to be the prerequisite of its operation. Considering the fact that 
research is essentially a creative process occuring in the brain activities of 
talented persons who have in-depth specialized knowledge and broad experience, 

the importance of the basic principles of the KIST mentioned above cannot be 
denied. All of the principles are now being respected within and without the 
KIST, and this is the reason for the continuous outflow of creative and effective 
results from its research development. 


The second characteristic is the fact that it is conducting research development 
by bringing in a contractual system of research. In a situation where there is a 
lack or deficiency of cooperation and tie between the one who demands a research 
product, whether it be the government or the industry, and the researcher, the 
latter generally tends to neglect the needs of the research requester, and to 
emphasize his own interest and concern instead. On the part of the research 
requester, on the other hand, he is likely to show no great interest in the 
prod. :t of research for which he made no direct investment in the form of research 
expenses; in addition, he is likely to show a passive attitude toward the 
utilization of the research product. But, once he makes a direct investnent in 
the research expenses, large or small, he is bound to give positive cooperation 
and to participate actively from the stage of defining the research objective to 
that of utilizing the research pre uct. On the part of a researcher in this case, 
in his anticipation of strict assessment about the results of research from the 
research demander who made direct investment in the research expenses, he is likely 
to make a thorough scrutiny of the research project from the initial stage of its 
development and to conduct the research responsibly to the end by mobilizing his 
talent to the fullest capacity. Eliciting this sort of “participation and 
responsibility" from researchers and research requesters (research consigners) is 
the characteristic of the contractual system of research, and it is owing to this 
system that the effectiveness of research development can be heightened. It is 
often said that the success rate of research development in advanced countries is 
about 5 percent. In spite of this high uncertainty in research development 
activities, the KIST has made congiderable accomplishments thus far in various 
fields. This is due not only to the fact that the KIST has accumulated technologi- 
cal expertise by securing many talented researchers and providing them with an 
environment conducive to effective research activities, but also to the practice 
of the contractual system of research. 
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Although wany researc. institutes have been separated out from the KLST, it 
continues, and will continue, to act as the unique comprehensive research institute 
in our country. The areas of research development at the KIST can be divided 
largely into the field of hardware and that of software. The fleld of hardware 

can be further divided into the electric and electronic field, the machine tiela, 
the chemical and chemical industry field, the food and blology tield, and the metal 
and material field; the field of software can be divided into the industrial 
economy field, the environmental system field, the electronic computer development 
field, and the technical intelligence field. 


Date for the distribution of the persons who are engaged in research in these 
fields and their academic degrees are as shown in TABLE=l. Most of the PhD holders 
among them are the scientists and technicians who were trained abroad and were 
invited to return (to work at the KIST.) Shown in TABLE-2 are the amounts of 
research contracts received at the KIST during recent years, their financial 
sources, and their proportions by different fields. 


As wentioned earlier, the KIST is a research institute engaged in contractual 
researches; for this reason, it made every effort to make industrialists and 
businessmen understand the importance and effectiveness of research development 
and has endeavored to match the purpose and expectation of the research consigne” 
with the output of the KIST's research development, so that the research product 
would have practical utility. 


Research products from the KIST belong to research consigners. All of the 
industrial ownerships and the know-how acquired from a research are therefore 
awarded to the consigner of the research. However, in the case in which a 
research consigner assumes only a portion of research expenses, or the institute 
finances a research with its own fund or by government contributions, the 
institute gets the industrial ownership and the know-how resulting from the 
research; but, even in this case, concessions are made in the form of a general 
utilization right or exclusive utilization right to the industries requesting it 
after charging them appropriate royalty. 


From the time of its establishment to the end of 1979, the KIST performed research 
on more than 1,800 cases, of which more than 800 were the research projects 
consigned by the industry. Of these projects, over 140, constituting 16 percent, 
are now in practical use with good result, and over 130, or 15 percent, are in the 
process of being utilized for industries. In addition, there are over 800 projects 
feg which research was performed either under a contract with the government or 
through financing from government contributions. Of these, over 70 are in 
practical use by the industry under the royalty contract, and over 60 are in the 
process of being negotiated for royalty contract to be used by the industry. The 
research products from the electric and electronic field which are now drawing 
income from the royalty include the development of Korean language assembly- 
printer, manufacturing of industrial (transivoir?), development of wireless 
telephone for fishing boats, production of modulators and demodulators, develop- 
ment of nickel-cadmium batteries, and others. 


The KIST has applied for patent within the country and abroad for a total of 213 
items thus far, consisting of inventions and utility models, of which 122 items 
have been registered. It has applied for patent in the United States and other 
foreign countries for 33 items, of which 10 have been registered. (See TABLE-3)

In the development of energy, the KIST's concern is to reduce dependency on 
imported energy by devising the best system of energy utilization such as the 
development of storage technique for energy and substitute energy and by solving 
in rational way various technical problems arising from the process of produc- 
tion, transmissfon, distribution and consumption of secondary energy such as heat 
and electricity, and from the process of converting it into utilization energy. 
Research on a comprehensive energy system utilizing exhaust heat from generation 
of electricity, the development of a solar and wind power combined generating 
System, the development of combustion technique for the fluid bed of low-grade 
coal, the production of battery for motor, and the development of extraction 
technique for sea-water uranium are the projects the KIST is concentrating on. 
Along with this, research actively being promoted includes the production technique 
for gasahol-purpose ethanol ut‘flizing inexpensive sugar substance from Southeast 
Asia, which represents the blomass energy development that many countries are now 
interested in as a substitute source of energy, and the production technique for 
substitute fuel utilizing refuse fiber material. 


In the field of electrical and electronic technology, | the KIST] had participated 
earlier in the planning of the electronic sector of the economic development plan, 
provided a momentum for the transplantation of the space technology developed by 
the NASA of the United States, and contributed to the development of those areas of 
technology related to electronic and electrical appliances to be exported to 
overseas markets. The research team on this field, beginning with the develo; went 
of ultra-compact portable transmitter-receiver, chokeless electronic circuit and 
tantalum battery, has accomplished the development of electronically operated 
automatic private telephone exchange (PABX), PCM telephone multiplication system 
for multiple loading of telephone circuits, digital multimeter for enhancing the 
efficiency of meter, and digital frequency meter; it also designed and manufactured 
an automatic environmental control system which can be used in the experiment of 
improving strain in agricultural products and trees by means of the measurement 

and control of various environmental factors; another noteworthy item is its 
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research on electric wave interference caused by 345kv ultra-high voltage trans- 
mission line, which was conducted to be ready for, and take appropriate measure 
against, such wave interference in the event that the ultra-high voltage line 

is constructed. 


At present, the KIST is concentrating its research effort in two directions in 
this field; one of them is the development of effective means of communication 
sufficient to meet the information-revolution of society, and the other is the 
development of so-called intelligence machine based on microprocessor or computer. 
In the development of communication media, its core consists of the development 

of the transmission media for the mass transmission of information and the 
development of surrounding facilities utilizing the media. That is, [the KIST] 
has developed by its own effort the production technique of optical fiber which 

is drawing attention as a new medium of transmission, and it made the practical 
use of optical communication possible first by finding out the distinctive 

quality of optical fiber, then developing the measuring technique for it, and 

by developing the technique of connecting optical fiber. Optical fiber cables 

are now directly made by the KIST, and it is conducting an experiment by 
installing the cables between the Korea Power Company's Pusan control station and 
its substation. In the process of manufacturing the optical fiber cables being 
used in the experiment, two domestic firms, G Cable and D Cable, have participated. 
Optical communication makes it possible to transmit over an area of extraordinarily 
broad range, has excellent insularity, can qualify as a high-quality circuit free 
of leakage and static due to the absence of electromagnetic connections; it is 
well suited for long-distance transmission since it allows little transmission 
loss; nor does it involve the problem of limited resources; for all of these 
reasons, it is far superior to the traditional copper wire. 


The Chinung machine is sometimes called an intelligence machine, and it is a 
combination of man's intellectual power and machine's capacity. It is an 
essential requisite in the process of realizing a highly industrialized society 
and welfare society. Enhancement of productivity through automation and con- 
servation of energy, operational solution in a hazardous work environment, and 
the improvement and standardization of production quality are the range of 
activities of the industrial robot which is one type of intelligence machine. 

An intelligence machine is made of four units: the senser unit which detects 
changes within the machine and in external conditions; the computation and 
processing unit which issues command signal after processing various information 
detected; the memory unit which stores various information and procedures for 
processing information; and the action unit which actually performs control and 
action according to the given command. The problematic areas among these units 
are the senser unit and the action unit. Accordingly, | the KIST] is concentrating 
its effort on the development of good senser apparatus and the development of 
detection and sensor technology, and at the same time it is conducting research 
on automatic driving control technology for various drive-action apparatuses 
utilizing the server control machine. 


The research for domestic production of the main lifting machine system (?) for 
the coal-pit of the Ham Tae Coal Mine, which was performed between 19/6 and 1979, 
was aimed at efficiency enhancement and energy conservation in its operation by 
automating its coal-transport apparatus used for depth-mining at 700m below ground. 
This is one of the attempts made along the line of research mentioned above. As 
one segment of the sensor technology development, {| the KIST] is now beginning to 
develop a pettern-information sensing and processing system and an audiovisual 
input and output system. Their purpose is to replace the high intelligence of men 
and their complex and subtle motions with a machine apparatus or a comprehensive 
system. 
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It should be emphasized here that since the KIST has a pool of experts from many 
ditterent fLelds who are actively cooperating each other, it is capable of 
solving problems in a comprehensive manner and with a macro-point of view, and 
{tc is conducting researches with such an approach. 


Lastly, 1 would like to present here the methods and procedures of mitual 
cooperation between the KIST and the industry when the Latter wants to innovate 
or improve the technology adopted for the existing enterprises, or tries to 
develop new technology or new product for a future enterprise. 


The requester of research development, that is, the enterprise that wishes to 
entrust research development, presents the subject matter of research to the 
KIST through its Office of Research Development. Thereupon, the Office, afte: 
selecting a researcher who is best suited for undertaking the research subject, 
introduces him to the consigner. The researcher then arranges a meeting with the 
consigner along with, if necessary, other relevant experts to exchange infor- 
mation necessary for pairing the demand of the consigner with the possible out- 
come of the research. This is the case in which the research consigner requests 
research on his own initiative. On the other hand, [the KIST] often searches fo: 
on its own accord research subjects and new ideas which can be useful and helpiu. 
to the industry on the basis of its trend analysis, technological forecast and 
market forecast, and then presents them to appropriate enterprises, therefrom 
working out procedures for research and development. 


When the researcher and the consigner reach an agreement on the generalities of 
the subject after the conference, the institute draws up a "research proposal" 
and presents it to the consigner or the demander of the research. 


The research proposal consists of the following contents. 


The Purpose of Research: This pertains to the ultimate purpose of conducting 
research, or it may be the consigner's purpose of requesting research. 


The Necessity of Research: This is an explanation for proposing research, and 
it explains why it is necessary to conduct the research from the vantage points 
of motive, given conditions, current technological conditions in the outside of 
the country, and probable trend in the development of the related technology. 


The Scope of Research: This is a concrete explanation of what the research 
consigner will obtain as a result of the research; in other words, a detailed 
explanation of what the researcher will supply to the research requester as the 
product of research. This is an important part to be scrutinized thoroughly 

by both parties in the event that the research cooperation constitutes a contract 
between the KIST and the requester of research in which the latter assumes the 
necessary expenses. To be described in this part under separate headings are 

the objective of research, the contents of research and the methods of research; 
and all of the research products deriving from the contents specified here, 
whether they be patent rights, know-how, or technological materials, will belong to 
the research consigner who assumes the research expenses. However, while the 
intermediary products distinct from the objective of research and the know-how 
gained in the intermediary process are given, as a matter of course, to the 
consigner, the institute can utilize them when it conducts some other research. 
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Expected Outcome: Thia is an explanation of various outcomes expected from the 
research, 


Necessary Budget: This ia a presentation of itemized expenses necessary for 
accomplishing the objective through a performance of research on the specified 
contents during a fixed period by utilising the methods described in the foregoing 
section defining the scope of research. It ia often said that research expenses 
at the KIST are expensive. However, it may be due to the fact that various 
indirect expenses are counted in to the budget items. In counting research 
expenses, one may be prone . think only of such expenses as the personnel 
expenses for those who are directly engaged in research, various expenses for 
necessary materials, expenses for using equipment, travel expenses, and investi- 
gation expenses; but, it is also necessary to allocate and properly count those 
expenses incurring from the support personnel who are not the research staff 

and from the incidental business which gives indirect support to the research, 
all of which are essential for the successful performance of research activities. 
Moreover, since the KIST must meet all of its operating expenses from the 
research expenses, it has to allocate and impose a share of the indirect expenses 
to individual research projects. Besides, these indirect expenses are indespen- 
sable for the KIST to compensate the risk involved in the uncertainty of 

research development and to maintain a system capable of generating new ideas 

and excellent research results by securing able and experienced research staff 
and by providing them with the best and up-to-date equipment and facilities, 
thereby rendering satisfactory services to research consigners. 


Of research expenses, those belonging to the nature of the indirect expenses are, 
at present, the indirect personnel expenses for research, the common indirect 
expenses, and the development fee. The indirect personnel expenses include the 
preliminary investigation expenses and the expenses for drawing up research 
proposals, and it is computed for 25 percent of the direct personnel expenses. 
The personnel expenses for administrative and managerial sectors, the common 
expenses for the operation of the institute, the expenses for education and 
training, and payment to the retirement fund constitute the common indirect 
expenses, which is computed for 95 percent of the personnel expenses. The 
development fee is levied to cover facilities maintenance expenses, depreciation 
expenses, utility expenses, insurance premiums, interest charges, inflation 
charges, and likes, and it is computed for 10 percent of the combined total of 
the personnel expenses and the operating expenses. Incidentally, levy on these 
indirect expenses is far lower in comparison to that of advanced countries. 


In the event that the research consigner gives his consent to the research 
proposal, a contract is signed; and the Contract Section of the Office of 
Research Development guides this process. Since the effective period of offering 
a contract at the KIST is 30 days, one must sign a contract within this period 

to make it binding. Upon the conclusion of a contract, the institute collects a 
designated amount of advance payment from the research consigner as a minimum 
operating capital for the performance of research, which has become its operating 
principle. 


With the conclusion of contract, the assigned research team begins to carry out 
research activities by devoting all of its energy and capability. Incidentally, 
I would like to make a special notation about two items at this point. 
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Firat, when 4 "emeacch Conelignment ia made at the KIST, the research expenses 
that the congigner beara can be exempted from hia taxable income a8 necessary 
expenses or lows under the atipulation of the Income Tax Law or the Corporation 
lax Law (Section 1, Article 13, Law concerning Tax Raqaption aad Deduction); 
and when he pute the new technology resulting from the research into entrepre= 
neurial use, he ie allowed to deduct 6 to 10 percent of the investment coat for 
the machinery and equipment from his income tax or corporation tax due (Section 2, 
Article 6, Law concerning Tax Exemption and Deduction; Article 20 of the implee- 
menting regulations of the same law); in addition, the new technology can be 
protected by the methods of controlling its duplication and restricting the 
mportation of resembling products (s*ction 2, Article 8, Law concerning the 
bahancement of Technological Developmen:). 


Secondly, security maintenance for confidential information relating to a research 
developmerc is thorough and reliable. The institute always respects the consigner's 
request tor confidentiality in preventing a leakage in the intormation which is 
either supplied by the consigner or acquired by the institute in the process of 
conducting the consigned research. To insure that none of the staff members of 

the inetitute will reveal, or make unauthorized use of, the secret information 
acquired from the performance of official duties, a strong measure of control 

is exercised by inserting sanction provisions in Article 8 of "the KIST Promotion 
Law. 


The 1980's are the period in which technology shock is anticipated. fveryone is 
stressing that technological development is the only way of overcoming the 
economic crisis caused by the energy shock of the 1970's. But, technological 
development can never be attained by an empty motto. 


With the arrival of the 1980's, the KIST is renewing its challenge to technological 
innovation with a new determination and plan. but, we must remember that such a 
readiness can produce expected results only if it is organically connected to the 
proper understanding and the strong willingness of the industry, who is the 
requester of technology, for research and development.

DIPLOMACY TOWARD NONALIGNED COUNTRIES IS ACTIVE

[Text] North Korea has launched a positive visit diplomacy toward nonaligned 
nations in an effort to woo their support for ite unification policy in the forth- 
coming U.N. General Assembly thie autumn and the foreign ministers' conference 

of the nonaligned nations slated for next January in New Delhi. 


President Kim Il-song dispatched three special envoys to 16 African and Asian 
countries from 12 July to 15 August: Deputy Premier-Foreign Minister Ho Tam 

to Tanzania, Mozambique, Zimbabwe, Zambia, Angola, Rwanda, South Yemen and 
Yugoslavia from 13 July to 14 August; Culture-Art Minister Yi Chang-son to Guinea, 
Mali, Togo, Benin and the Congo from 12 July to 9 August; and Chairman Hwang 
Chang-yop of the Supreme People's Assembly Standing Committee to India, Bangladesh 
and Burma from 22 July to 15 August. 


A mission led by Deputy Premier Kim Kyong-yon visited Cuba, Nicaragua, Guyana 

and Jamaica from 12 July to 18 August, and left again on a visit to Pakistan 
immediately after its return from Latin America on 19 August. Also a "people's 
mission" led by Chairman Kim [l-tae of the Education Commission toured five Mideast 
and African countries--North Yemen, Rwanda, Burundi, Libya and Iraq--from 5 July 

to 7 August. 


These five missions’ trips followed a series of North Korean moves since 9 June 

to win support of the world, especially the nonaligned nations, for its accusation 
of South Korea and its call for the withdrawal of U.S. troops from South Korea. 

On 9 June Foreign Minister Ho Tam sent a letter to this effect to his counterparts 
of nonaligned nations. On 11 June President Kim called a joint Party-government 
meeting which proposed an unconditional, immediate special session of nonaligned 
foreign ministers reconding the Cuban initiative. On 23 June the Supreme People's 
Assembly sent letters to parliaments of foreign countries appealing for their 
support of its demand for the withdrawal of U.S. troops from South Korea. 


As a member country of the 36 coordinating body of the Nonaligned Movement, 
North Korea has been trying to build a stronghold in the organization to isolate 
South Korea from the member countries. Many North Korea watchers in Seoul opine 
Ho Tam's Belgrade visit at the end of his Africa trip and Hwang Chang-yop's New 
Delhi tour were related to Pyongyang's plan to utilize this coming UNGA session 
and the January meeting of foreign ministers of nonaligned nations. Nonaligned 
representatives get together annually before the opening of the U.N. General 
Assembly to discuss their joint position. 
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Deputy Premier Kim Kyong-yon's trip to Central American countries was Pyongyang's 
third mission sent to the area in one month, A Party miseion ied by Yang Hyongesop, 
member of the Political Committee, visited Mexico and Nicragua for about a month 
from 6 May to 7 June. Another Party mission (leader unknown) wound up its visit 

to Costa Rica, Ecuador, Colombia, Venezuela and Panama on 12 July. North Korea 
watchers in Seoul foresee such North Korean missions to the area will increase 

in number as there are many "nonaligned" countries there, next only to Africa, 


North Korea dispatched a total of 24 Party and government missions abroad this 
year including the five mentioned above. Below is the list of those missions,

THIS YEAR'S MOSCOW BROADCASTS EMPHASIZE SOVIET ROLE IN KOREAN 1,1 BERATION 
Seoul THE VANTAGE POINT in English Vol 3, No 9, Sep 80 pp 19-20 


[Text] The self-centered claim of its own role in the liberation of North Korea 
reappeared in North Korean and Soviet news media on the occasion of the 35th 
anniversary of Korean Liberation from Japanese colonial rule, 15 August. For over 
10 years since the latter part of the 1960s, North Korea has asserted that "the 
historic Liberation of the fatherland was achieved by great leader Comrade Kim 
Ll-song who defeated the Japanese enemy through his outstanding military strate,y 
and guerrilla-warfare tactics." On the other hand, the Soviet Union has been 
emphasizing its role played in Korean Liberation. 


The Korean peninsula was freed from the 36-year Japanese colonial rule by the 
Allied Forces at the end of World War II. The Soviets declared a war against 
Japan on 9 August 1945, 6 days before the Japanese surrendered to the Allied 
Forces led by the United States. Kim Il-song, then a Soviet army major, entered 
North Korea along with the Russian occupation forces. 


It was not until the latter part of the 1960s that the North Koreans started to 
downgrade the Soviet role as the "liberator" of Korea. They launched the Kim 
[l-song personality cult movement then. In 1973 when Kim's personality cult rose 
to new heights, the Soviet role in Korean liberation was further disparaged. 
North Korean history books were rewritten to read: "The heroic Soviet armed 
forces also took part in the liberation war of our people against the Japanese 
invaders, and we never forget it..." 


On every liberation anniversary Soviet and North Korean leaders exchange formal 
messages. But the Soviets have not mentioned Kim's guerrilla activities during 
the war. 


Radio Moscow broadcasts this year were particularly emphatic in clarifying the 
Soviet role in Korean liberation. Since 10 August its programs used such phrases 
as "on the occasion of the 35th anniversary of the Korean liberation by the Soviet 
armed forces..." or “thirty five years have passed since the Soviet troops liberated 
the Korean people from Japanese colonial rule..." Moscow dispatched a mission 

to Pyongyang to attend North Korea's commemorative functions for the occasion. 


Soviet President Brezhnev and Premier Kosygin, in a joint congratulatory message 
to President Kim and Premier Yi Chong-ok of North Korea, stressed the Soviet role 
as usual while Kim and Yi in their separate telegrams to Brezhnev and Kosygin 
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praised the Soviet armed forces’ achievement in the liberation. "Our people, 
together with the Soviet armed forces, achieved a great victory in the lengthy 
atruggle against the Japanese thirty five years ago," said the message, 


This year, a commemoration meeting was held in Chongjin on 14 August. North Korea 
did without such rallies except on special occasions such as the fifth and 10th 
anniversaries, Attendants at the Chongjin meeting included Hyon Mu-kwang, 
responaible Party secretary at the city which is under the direct control of the 
central government; Kim Hyong-sam, Administration Committee chairman of the city; 
a deputy chairman of the Soviet=(North) Korea Friendship Association who came from 
Moscow; and Soviet ambassador to Pyongyang, G.A. Kriulin. 


North Korea claims Chongjin on the northeastern coast is the "historic site" 
through which Kim Il-song triumphantly returned from his anti-Japanese guerrilla 
fight. The city which enshrines the tombs of Russian wardeads during World War II 
was also the site of a similar commemorative meeting on the 30th anniversary of 
the "August 15 Holiday” in 1975.
